A number of the tax payers of New 
Hanover county held a meeting in Wil- 
mington on Monday, for,the purpose of 
protesting againat the present excessive 
taxation, 


The Newbern Zimes, in its last issue, 
cives a fae simile for the seal of the 
North Carolina Society of the Prevea- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals. The en- 
craving is in every way appropriate. 

A colored man by the name of Robt: 
Murpby, of Holly Township, New Han- 
over county, was lodged in jail in Wil- 
mington on Monday, charged with an 
attempt to commit rape upon the per- 
son of Jula Davis, a little white girl 
ten years old. So says the Post of the 
4th inst. 


At Brown Marsh, in Bladen county, 
on last Saturday evening, Alex. Robin- 
son, colored, was assanited by Solomon 
Lenon, also colored, and shot and prob- 
ably 1 No provocation was 
given, the act having been said to be 
the result of an old grudge borne by 
Lenon towards the injured man. Lenon 
is still at large. 


Says the Wilmington Journal of the 
jth inst: “Mr J. A. Edwards, agent 
of the Carolina Central Railway at Ro- 
sindale, and a highly respectable citi- 
ren, was set upon by a party cf five 
colored men aad badly beaten. Lis 
cheek bore is broken and he is other 
wise badly bruised. The men had been 
drinking, and the difficulty was the-re- 
sult of some dispute between them and 
Mr. Edwards, No arrests had been 
made up to the time that the train pass- 
cd Rosindale yesterday afternoon. 


Says the Wilmington Star of the 5th 
inst : 

“Oa Saturday, while a colored excur- 
sion party were returning from Rock- 
invham to Lilesville, it was found by 
the conductor that au expected addition 
was abeut to be made to the crowd, for 
whose accommodation no preparation 
liad been made or ticket obtained. A 
colored woman among the excursionists 
was the individual about to act a 
prominent part in introducing the un- 
vbidden stranger, and just before reach- 
ing Lilesville the conductor found it 
expedient to stop the train and put her 
off This was done. and shortly after- 
terwards, in a convenient spot, on the 
side of the road, another human being 
was ushered into existence.” 


Trains on the Atlantic, Tennessee & 
Ohio R. R. are now running in charge of 
a temporary receiver, Mr. J. J. Gormley. 
Mr. G. was appointed by Judge Moore. 
The quarrel between Col. Johnston and 
kt. 1. McDowell, the contending parties 
for the control of the Atlantic, Tennes- 
see & Ohio R. R, resulted in a street re- 
contre on Monday.

Johnston was the assailing party, Littte 
or no blood was drawn, and the damage 
done was tzmall, as the parties were soon 
separated. In the melee Mr. McDowell 
drew « pistol but did not fire. Court 
was in session at the time the difficulty 
took place, and both parties were at 
once taken before Judge Moore, who 
bound them over in the sum of $6,000 
exch to keep the peace. J. H. Wilson, 
Exq., V ent ou the bond of Col. Johnston, 
and W. J. Yates, Esq, on that of Mr. 
McDowell. Both of the gentlemen 
liave been summoned to appear before 
the Mayor this morning.”

PERPETUAL Ick.—The-Potghkeepsie 

Telegraph says that there is a pass in the 
Catskill Mountains, between Shandakin 
Center and Westkill, Ulster county, 
where snow and ice can be found at all 
seasons of the year. A road runs some 
five miles up a deep hollow, bounded 


with a clear. ice cold stream of water 
running down its center. Stretching 
across the head of this hoilow is another 
mountain somewhat higher than the 
others, that makes one think the pas- 
sage-way had suddenly terminated in a 
sort of cul de sac, but upon arriving at 
its base the road turns directly to the 
right and enters a narrow pass, hardly 
fifty feet in width.
